WASHINGTON, Jan, +-21,,— The 
center of intérest in the field of 
prohibition shifted today from the 
Wickersham Commissions’ report 
to the United. States. Supreme 
Court, which settled down at noon 
to Hear arguments on whether the 
eighteenth amendment was prop- 
erly adopted. The matter under 
consideration was the celebrated 
New Jersey case, in which Federal 
Judge Clark held the amendment 


void because it was ratified by 
state Legislatures, insteaa of by 
state conventions. The Govern- 
ment appealed directly to the Su- 
preme Court. 

The solemn precincts of the an- 
cient chamber were crowded to ca- 
pacity long before the black-robed 
justices took their places high be- 
hind the bench. Scores stood in 
line in the Capitol corridor outside 
the entrance to the chamber, wait- 


to hear some of the arguments. 
As usual, order was severely main- 
tained, but the atmosphere of the 
room, where Webster, Hayne, Clay 
and Calhoun once tilted, was thick 
‘with the feeling of tension. 

The obscure Jersey farmer, 
whose liberty is at stake in the 
case, was said not even to be pres- 
ent. The distinguished counsel who 
represent him have never seen him, 
and at no time did this correspon- 
dent hear any of them mention his 
name. All the circumstances 
tended to emphasize the fact that 
the important thing involved was a 
profound principle rather than a 
personality. 

Support on Legal Grounds. 

It was conspicuous that the at- 
torneys attacking the constitution- 
ality of the prohibition amendment 
advanced the same contention 
which Judge Clarke upheld—name- 
ly, that the amendment is invalid 
because it was ratified by Legis- 
latures, instead pf conventions— 
but they argued on a different 
ground. 

Judge Clark, it will be recalled, 
based his conclusion largely on a 
construction of political science. 
Either is idea was too radical 
for the distinguished lawyers ap- 
pearing here or they believe that 
other methods offer far better 
prospects, because they supported 
the contention on legal rather than 
scientific grounds. 

In particular, Selden Bacon of 
New York asserted that the fifth 
article of the Constitution, which 
provides that ratification may be 
accomplished either through con- 
ventions or Legislatures, was itself 
modified by the -edoption of the 
tenth amendment, 

This amendment is as follows: 
“The powers not delegated to 
the United States by the Consti- 
tution, nor prohibited by it te the 
states, are reserved to the states 
respectively, or to the people.” 
Reserved to People. 

Bacon therefore contended that 
the power of adopting such a law 
as the eighteenth amendment was 
expressly reserved to the people, 
and could only be surrendered by 
direct action on their part. The 
states, he said, had no authority to 
surrender the rights which were 
abrogated by the n amend- 
ment. ; 

“T want to call the Court’s at- 
tention to the fact that all other 
cases of this sort have been: based 
on a defense of state rights,“ Bacon 
said. “Let me emphasize that I 
am not defending. state rights. I 


.- am. defending the right of the peo- 


ple—which is a much higher right. 
The people vested in the states 
certain police powers. Did this au- 
thorize the states to surrender those 
powers to the Federal Govern- 
ment? Of course not, It simply 
enabled the states to exercise them. 
The right to delegate or transfer 
those powers was expressly re- 
served to the people.in the tenth 
amendment. Only the people them- 
gelves can delégate those powers to 
the Federal Government. 
Did 1500 Men Vote It Away? 
“What is a guarantee of liberty 
worth if 1500 men (a majority of 
the state Legislatures can vote it 
away at will?” shouted Bacon with 
an unusual show of vehemence. “I 
ask your honors to take notice of 
the fact that the Constitution was 
drafted by lawyers—some of them 
great lawyers. They knew what 
words meant. If the power to limit 
and fix the power of the Federal 
Government was not expressly re- 
served to the people in the tenth 
amendment, then what power in 
God's name was reserved to them? 
“The amendment must mean 
something. What else can it mean? 
This.court cannot honestly decide 
this ca’e without answering that 
question.”

The death penalty was described 
as the only fitting punishment, in

Annex Dec. 5, 1927, with the loss of 
seven lives. 

Sullivan, in a 50-minute talk to 
the jury, outlined the charges 
which he said would be established 
by testimony. He previously had 
decided that Andrew B. Meadows, 
night watchman of the Annex, now 
under sentence of death for his part 
in the fire, should be added to Rob- 
ert H. Cotham, night clerk of the 
Buckingham Hotel, as a State's 
witness. The fourth person under 


case is Pierson’s co- owner, Lewis 
E. Balson. 

Sullivan said to the jury that it 
would be shown that the only per- 
sons who could profit from the 
fire were the owners of the prop- 
erty, Pierson and Balson. He said 
it would be shown that on Nov. 18, 
1927, Pierson promised Cotham to 
pay bim 10 per cent of the insur- 
ance money to be realized by burn- 
ing the building, and suggested 
that he get Meadows to help. 
Outlining the business back- 
it would be shown that Pierson 
and Balson acquired the Bucking- 
ham and Annex properties in July, 
1925, and undertook to operate the 
plant; having had no previous ex- 
perience in the hotel business. He 
said the purchase price was near- 


ly $1,000,000, and that the down) 
payment was the Hackett apart- 


ments, Laclede avenue and Sa- 
rah street, valued at $182,000, 
the rest of the purchase price 
being covered. by mortgages. 
For a time, he said, the ho- 
tel property had a good income, 
and the few owners felt able to 
branch out, which they did by 
putting the hotel’s income into 
farm investments in St. Charles, 
Montgomery and Lincoln counties, 
known as the Buckingham Farms.

Sullivan said it would be shown 
that Pierson and Balson discussed 
a plan for razing the Annex, which 
was a small and ole building, un- 
adapted to first-class hotel uses, 
and incapable of rendering an ade- 
quate return on the ground. For 
the proper return on the site, at 
Kingshighway and West Pine 
boulevard, such a building as Ho- 
tel Chase or the Park Plaza Apart- 
ments was needed, the Prosecutor 
said. 

In July, 1927, Sullivan said, the 
owners had to appeal to the Fed-/ 
eral Court in Kansas City to pre- 
vent immediate sale of the prop- 
erty.

Foreign Ministers of 26 
European States Take 
spread Belligerent Talk.

GENEVA, Jan. 21.—Foreign 


Ministers of 26 European states 
studying Aristide Briand’s project 
for a European federation tonight 
adopted a resolution declaring “We 
are resolutely determined to use 
the machinery of the League of Na- 
tions to prevent any resort to vio- 
lence.“ 

This resolution, taking official 
cognizance of widespread war talk, 
was adopted with the support of 
the representatives of Great Nrit- 
ain, France, Germany and Italy, 
who induced the other delegates to 
approve it. 
In a resolution adopted unani- 
mously the commission. declared 
that the economic recovery of 
Burope was hindered by a lack of 
confidence in the course of future 
events due to widespread political 
anxiety. 

“The best service that we can 
render toward the improvement of 
the economic position is the firm 
assurance of European peace,” gays 
the resolution. We therefore de- 
clare as Foreign Ministers or re- 
sponsible representatives of Euro- 
pean states that we are more reso- 
lutely determined than ever to use 
the machinery of the League to 
prevent any resort to violence.”

BILL FOR REPEAL 
OF THE RALPH LAW

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 21.— 
Repeal of the Ralph sewer law, 
which has been under fire in St. 
Louis County and Jackson-County, 
the two counties to which it ap- 
plies, and enactment of a new law 
for counties of more than 200.000 
population, designed to eliminate 
objections raised to the Ralph law, 
are proposed in a bill introduced 
in the House by three St. Louis 
County Representatives. A dele- 
gation of St. Louis County resi- 
dents will come here on Jan. 28 to 
urge the Legislature to repeal the 
Ralph law. 

The bill proposes creation of a 
County Board of Sewer Commis- 
sioners in all counties of more 
than 200,000 population. The 
board would have four members, 
to be elected for four-year terms 
in the same manner as other coun- 
ty officers. This board would have 
charge of and administer all sewer 
districts hereafter organized with- 
in a county. The board would have

the Antarctic, Jan. 17.—A wide belt 
of heavy and tight pack ice to the 
south is effectually preventing the 
Discovery from pressing in to the 
land shelf. Aerial reconnaisance 


has revealed the absence of open 


water between the pack and the 
coast. e 

For days we have followed along 
the margin of this field of ice, the 
like of which in its enormous 
breadth and extent, was not met 
with by the two foremr expedi- 
tions which visited this locality. 

Without pur plane we would 
have been absolutely foiled in our 
endeavor to delineate the coast 
line. With its assistance, on fine, 
clear occasions, we have been able 
to check the inferred location of 
the coast line suggested by our 
soundings and the set of the pack. 

We have thus been able roughly 
to indicate the apparent approxi- 
mate position of the continental 
raargin westward to the east mer- 
tdian 121. 

On Jan. 15 Flight Lieut. S. A. 
Campbell and Lieut. R. E. Oom 
from the plane sighted a land mar- 
gin on the far southern horizon 
trending to the southwest from 
south latitude 66, east longitude 
172. Farther west, on the next 
day, Flying Officer Douglas and 
Lieut. Oom again sighted land, ex- 
tending approximately east and 
west, located on meridian 122 and 


little to the north of latitude 67. 


Last evening the Discovery at- 
tempted to push south through the 
pack, but had to abandon the ef- 
fort after a few minutes, owing to 
the heavy nature of the ice, 

The weather is continuing to be 
fine and the ship is keeping its 
westward courge.

Guy said he and his wife spent 
the night in their car, cold and 
hungry, They had no thought of 
danger, although they were con- 
cerned about the continued ab- 
sence of Quinn. 

Monday morning they walked 
several miles, but decided it would 
ibe unwise to get too far away 
from the car and returned. They 
left the car ‘again mn morn- 
ing. 

Mrs. Guy fainted but was rev e 
after a time. Guy and his wife, 
after walking about six miles, were 
found by Mrs. John Robertson, a 


ranch woman, Mrs. Guy was sent 
to Lubbock to give the alarm, and 
Guy joined in the search for 
Quinn. 


Five army planes from Fort Sill, 
Ok., joined in the search. 

Hurley Sampson and Aaron Mor- 
ris, cowboys, who found the, body, 
expressed the belief that ‘Quinn, 
who weighed almost 200 pounds 
and apparently was in fine health, 
had fallen from a heart attack aft- 
er scaling a fence. 

Quinn was unmarried. He came 
to Lubbock from Green Bay, Wis.. 
about three years ago. 


WOMAN, 69, SUES T0 SET ASIDE 
DIVORCE GRANTED IN 1903 


Mrs. Anna Snodgrass Seeks Wid- 
ow’s Share of $200,000 Estate 
of Former Husband. 
Suit to set aside a divorce ob- 
tamed in 1903 was filed in Cir- 
cuit Court today by Mrs. Anna 
Snodgrass, 69 years old, of Los 
Angeles, who is seeking to obtain 
a widow’s share of the $200,000 
estate of her former husband, Wil- 
liam T. Snodgrass, who died last 
August at Los Angeles. 
The petition states that - Mrs. 
Snodgrass permitted her husband 
_to obtain a divorce by default on 
false allegations under threats of 
bodily harm. The suit charges 
that. Snodgrass was not a legal 
resident of St. Louis at the time 
he got the divorce, having come 
here a short time previous from 
Philadelphia, and that, therefore, 
the decree is void. Snodgrass him- 
self did not consider the decree 
legal, according to the suit, and 
he and the plantiff in the present 
action lived together as man and 
wife subsequent to their divorce.

She 
is not mentioned in the will, which 
directs the estate be distributed 
among benevolent organizations at 
Philadelphia, and the Masonic Or- 
der. 


EX-fANGRESSMAN WHARTON 
FREED FROM LEAVENWORTH 


In PrisOn Since June 15, 1929, for 
Letting Mail Robbers Hide 
in His Home. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—Former 
Congressman Charles S. Wharton 
was released yesterday from Fed- 
eral Prison at Leavenworth, Kan. 
to which he had been sentenced 
for participation in the $133,000 
Evergreen Park mail robbery three 
years ago. 

The robbery occurred in Febru- 
ary, 1928, and was committed by 
a gang led by the notorious 
Charise (Limpy) Cleaver, now 
Serving 25 years for the offense. 

Wharton was sentenced to two 
years on the allegation that he al- 
lowed the robbers to use his home 
as a hiding place and as the head- 
quarters for dividing the loot. He 
entered the prison June 15, 1929, 
the rest of the sentence having 
been deducted for good behavior. 
A petition for parole was denied 
several months ago.

Protests Against Mounting 
Expense of Government 
Called Ineffective at Tax- 
Paying Time. 


A permanent city budget bureau, 
to study the work and the cost of 
city departments through the year, 
is advocated by the Bureau of, 
Municipal Research, in a bulletin 
issued today. The bulletin, entitled 
“Needed, a New City Budget,” is: 

“Another city budget is now in 
the making. ‘The fact that the City 


of St. Louis has had a series of 
deficits at the end of five out of 
the past six fiscal years shows that 
improveinents in making and 
carrying out the budget are neces- 


of the city, and must devote most 
of this time to the task of pruning 
down estimates requested by the 
various department heads so that 
the total will come within esti- 
mated revenues. Little or no fac- 
tual information is presented by de- 
Partment heads to show how much 
they propose to accomplish with 
their. requested, appropriations, 
The Absence of thorough 
analyses of work programs and 
unit cost figyres which should be 
prepared by a petmanęnt budget 
bureau, handicaps both the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment 
and the Board of Aldermen in for- 
“The importance of a proper 
budget, fully adhered to, cannot 
be over-emphasized. Reduced to 
its simplest terms, a budget is the 
city’s proposed plan of expendi- 
tures and the means of financing 
them for the fiscal year. In addi- 
tion, sound budgeting determines 
the policies of the city and the 
cost of carrying them out. It de- 
termines the expansion or curtail- 
ment of existing activities and the 
addition of new ones. 
Budget-Makiag Principles. 
“There are certain recognized 
principles of sound budget-making 
which, if followed, make a budget

The schools are givon 
a separate tax rate by the Consti- 
tution, and their budget is entirely 
under control of the Board of Ed- 
ucation. Separate tax rates within 
the city’s tax limit are established 
by law for the art museum, library 
and zoo. The city is also prohib- 
ited by statute from Having any 
control over the appropriations of 
the Police Department, ant is com- 
appropriate the full 
amount fixed by the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners. Expenditures 
for this department have averaged 
over $5,500,000. during the last five 
years, including total appropria- 
tions of more than $2,500,000 for 
new buildings.

In view 
of this situation, it is impossible to 
bring. together all of the city’s ac- 
tivities for annual comparison of 
relative needs and apportionment 
of funds. If designated tax rates 
are too high, they may seriously 
impair the city's ability to finance 
other needed activities, 


Chance for Improvements. 
However, notwithstanding these 
legal restrictions, it is possible to 
make important improvements in 
the city’s budget. In order to make 
the budget a carefully balanced 
and correlated fiscal program, it 
is necessary to require supporting 
schedules which present units of 
work done and proposed to be done, 
and the cost of doing them, with 
written reasons for any proposed 
In other words, every depart- 
ment head should be required to 
show how much work or what serv- 
ices every division of his depart- 
ment will be required to perform 
during the year and how much 
those items will cost per unit. For 
example, how many deeds are re- 
corded and how much does it cost 
per deed by the hand method and 
the photographic method, or how 
many square yards of streets 
cleaned or repaired, and how much 
does it cost per square yard by 
the various methods used. Such 
data for all city activities shotld 
be known by the budget au- 
thorities. When such informa- | 
tion, accurately prepared, is 
used as the basis for making 
appropriations, there will be more 
effective budgeting, more efficient 
operations, and the city will have a 
comprehensive work program, 


Methods and Costs. 


There should be a permanent 
budget bureau, with a competent 
staff, for the purpose of constant- 
ly studying operating methods, de- 
termining unit eosts and analyzing 
the data which department heads 
present with budget requests. It 
could promote a great deal of econ- 
omy in city government. Through 
such a bureau’s analyses and fore- 
casts of future requirements; com- 
parisons of costs and proper bal- 
ancing of activities which go to 
make up a proper budget would be 
greatly facilitated. 
“Proper budgeting, in the words 
of Dr. A. R. Hatton, ‘provides the 
means through whic!: citizens may 
assure themselves that their effort 
which has been diverted to com- 
munity ends is not misused for pri- 
vate gain, is not misused or frit- 
tered away, but is applied to those 
ends which fhe community ap- 
proves, and is made to produce the 
maximum results of the effort ex- 
pended. ..

GENEVA, Jan. 21.—Charges of 


acts of terrorism and 
bloody violence“ were laid before 
the council of the League of Na- 
tions today by Julius Curtius, Ger- 
man Foreign Minister, in a formal 
protest against Polish treatment of 


German minorities in upper Silesia. 

German-Polish relations growing 
out of the minorities question are 
regarded in Geneva as one of the 
greatest threats to the peace ot 
post-war Europe. It has been 
feared for weeks that the debate 
begun today will set off interna- 
tional antagonisms of far-reaching 
consequences. 

Curtius charged that not only 
had Germans been mistreated but 
that other racial minorities, par- 
ticularly Ukrainians, had suffered 
during the November election peri- 
od. Not only were they robbed of 
their electoral rights but they were 
threatened in menacing letters and 
made victims of other methods of 
intimidation and abuse.

ernment for Webster Grove. As usual 
in such matters, the big question is 


whether selfish interests functioning 
smoothly and powerfully can be success- 
fully combated by an electorate which 
it is difficult to rouse. ° 

On Jan. 7 a dinner meeting in that 
suburb was addressed by two speakers 
qualified to describe both the theory and 
the practice of the city manager plan. 
The politicians carefully conserved their 
major efforts until the end of a long 
question period, and then attempted, with 
the help of a manifestly packed meeting 
and tricky parliamentary methods, to 
steam-roller the whole movement. For- 
tunately confusion within their own 
ranks helped to a great extent in defeat- 
ing that effort. 

On Jan. 15 a large mass meeting to 
discuss the matter occurred at the Web- 
ster Groves High School. At the previous 
meeting much had been made by op- 
ponents of the plan of its failure in some 
17 of the 450 cities where it has taken 
root. Frank and full reports were pre- 
sented by proponents with relation to 
the reasons for the 17 failures, despite 
the fact that such a relatively small per- 
centage of reversals hardly merited the 
undue emphasis of “failure” as against 


“success” which such discussion gave. 


Opponents were individually and collec- 
tively invited to express their views. In 
good New England town meeting fashion, 
a motion to approve the plan was made, 
after three hours of discussion,. during 
which part of the audience had left. Just 
before the vote was taken a motion to 
adjourn was put, and carried by the vo- 
ciferous representatives of the political 
clique which is now in the saddle in the 
city. 

I write at some length in an effort to 
present the facts and thereby rouse my 
fellow citizens of Webster. With the ex- 
ception of Mayor Wilson, who honors 
himself by bucking the political tide, 
almost every man associated with the 
city hall has come out against the pro- 
posal. The reasons given seem to me to 


justify disbanding the men in power., 
rather than opposing the city manager 
plan. 

It can be anticipated that the commit- 
tee in charge will work out a careful 
house-to-house canvass which will not 
only bring in the necessary petitions for 
a referendum promptly, but will create 
favorable sentiment which will show re- 
sults at the referendum itself. I hope 
the committee will provide solicitors for 
signatures with mimeographed copies of 
the proposed charter set up now in the 
State laws. 

Unless disinterested, loyal citizens 
come forward in numbers to work for 
this worthwhile plan, as they have done 
in Cleveland and Cincinnati, to mention 
only two of the largest cities which have 
adopted the city manager plan, it may be 
expected that quiet under-cover work by 
friends tied to the political crowd politi- 
cally, socially, fraternally and economi- 
cally will spell its doom.

driver of an automobile causing personal 
injury or damage to property should be 
compelled by law to indemnify the loss. 

Many states have legislated upon this 
subject. In Ohio, Maine, Connecticut, New 
York, Utah, South Dakota and others, own- 
ers of automobiles carrying passengers for 
hire, such as busses and taxicabs, are com- 
pelled to carry liability insurance. Some 
states have enacted laws making it compul- 
sory upon “drive-it-yourself” companies 
to provide proof of financial responsi- 
bility to pay a judgment for damages that 
may be awarded against them. 

The general law in Maryland, and else- 
where, is that the owner of a car, includ- 
ing “drive-it-yourself” companies, is not re- 
sponsible for negligent operation when it 
is driven by someone other the owner, 
unless the operator is on the business or 
errand of the owner. Many states have 
changed this by statute, decreeing that the 
owner shall at all times be responsible for 


the negligent operation of his car when . 


drivén by anyone with his consent. 

The laws so far enacted are directed 
against the financially irresponsible. If 
one cannot make reparation for the loss 
occasioned by his careless use of an in- 
strumentality, then the right to use that 
instrumentality should be taken away from 
him under the powér of the state to regu- 
late the use of its highways. That is the 
theory of compulsory automobile insurance. 

* * * 


The most commonly knéwn compulsory 
automobile insurance plan is that adopted 
by Massachusetts in 1925 and made effective 
in 1927. By this law every operator of a 
motor vehicle must provide an insurance 
policy or surety bond of $5000 to $10,000 or 
deposit ah or securities of $5000 to cover 
any accident occurring upon the public 
highways of the State. It does not apply to 
non-residents, who are allowed to drive neg- 


a policy unless they can prove to a desig- 
nated board that the applicant or insured is 
not a proper risk. 

Many objections have been submitted to 
this plan, the most serious of which is that 
the 1 of the responsibility from the 
shoulders of the negligent operator and 
placing it upon the insurance company will 
make the reckless driver more reckless.

The Connecticut law provides that ff any 
person has been involved in an automobile 
accident and, in the opinion of the Auto- 
mobile Commissioner 1s responsible, the 
commissioner shall require that person, or 
the person in whose name the automobile 
is registered, or both, to furnish proof of 
financial responsibility to satisfy any claim 
for damage for injury or death to a person 
to at least $10,000 and $1000 for damage 
to property. Such proof may be furnished 
in the form of a policy of insurance, surety 


bond or a deposit of cash or securities. Fall- 


ure to supply such proof leads to a revoca- 
tion of license and suspension of the regis- 
tration of the automobile. 

The act applies to residents and non-resi- 
dents and to accidents occurring anywhere 
within the State. Operators are classified 
into three grades of riska, and the premium 
rate depends upon the class of risk. 

The Connecticut act differs from that of 
New York in that it does not require a per- 
son to furnish security until he has violat- 
ed certain sections of the motor vehicle law 
or until he has been involved in an accident. 
Also, it applies to non-residents and cov- 
ers accidents happening not only upon the 
public highways but also on private prop- 
erty.

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Length of Business Depression 


A Bulletin by Editorial Research Reports. 


HE present business depression really 

set in several months before the stock 
market crash, as shown by the index of 
general industrial production. It has aecords 
ingly lasted about 18 months so far. Com- 
mentators on the business scene are begin- 
ning to wonder if it can last much longer 
or if 18 months’ underproduction has not re- 
duced inventories almost to the point where 
general repletion has become necessary. 

In this connection, it is of interest to con 
sider the length of other business depres- 
sions which have afflicted the United States, 
It must be remembered, however, that 50 
two sets of business circumstances in depres. 
sions are ever the same. For instance, 8 
the depression of 1921 there was a dearth 
of building construction, while before the 
present depression an oversupply of indu® 
trial, commercial and residential housing 
had been created. Again, the organization 
of the Federal Reserve System has made 
almost impossible the recurrence of panics 
due primarily to unsound banking and cur- 
rency practices rather than to business cob 
ditions.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Costs 
of living in representative cities of 
the United States in December were 
estimated by the Labor Depart- 
ment today to have been 6.2 per 
cent lower than they were during 
the same month last year. 
The composite calculation 
showed decreases in food prices 
were most notable, amounting to 
more than 7 per cent since last 
June, while house furnishings and 
clothing came down by about half 
that percentage. 
The average cost of living in the 
city in December was set at an in- 
dex figure of 160.7, based on us- 
ing costs during 1913 as 100. 
Of 19 cities covered in the sur- 
vey the decline was greatest in 
Detroit, amounting to 9.1 per cent. 
It was least in Cleveland and 
Washington, which showed 4.6 per 
cent. For New York, the drop in 
the same 12 months was given as 
5.4 per cent; Chicago, 6.6 per cent; 
Los Angeles, 6.2; Savannah, 5.7; 
San Francisco, 6.8; Houston, 7.9, 
and Jacksonville, 5.4.

as had previously been the rule. 

The draft disputé began last 
summer when the majors demand- 
ed that the five non-draft leagues 
accept the draft before Dec. 1. One 
conference at Cleveland failed to 
bring the disputants any closer to- 
gether nor did peacemakers get 
very far at the minor league con- 
vention at Montreal. 

Open warfare developed during 
the joint major league meetings 
here in December. After a long 
conference, minor league represent- 
atives marched out of the meeting 
room and announcd they were pre- 
pared to operate absolutely inde- 
pendently of the majors this sea- 
son. One minor league club owner 
even suggested that the three class 
A A leagues could be built up to 
the point where their standards of 
play would rival the majors and 
that eventually a third major 
league would be organized from 
the clubs in the three big minors.
